Claims 1-17 

Document 1 discloses obtaining the major band of 48 
kDa for a Mirafiori lettuce virus coat protein, by 
electrophoretic separation. 

Blotting of protein bands separated by SDS-PAGE, 
decoding the N- terminal amino acid sequences, designing 
probes from the resulting N-terminal amino acid sequences, 
etc., and screening for genes coding the proteins isolated 
by SDS-PAGE, are techniques known at the priority date of 
the present application. Therefore, since it is known that 
the 48 kDa coat protein of Mirafiori lettuce virus 
disclosed in document 1 can be isolated by electro- 
phoresis, it is easy to conceive of using the bands from 
said electrophoresis to screen a Mirafiori lettuce virus 
cDNA library for genes coding Mirafiori lettuce virus coat 
proteins, and analyse the sequences of the resulting 
genes . 

Moreover, the effects of the inventions set forth in 
claims 1-7 are such as could be predicted. 
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
